Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Applicant's attorney submitted a set of proposed amendments to the claims via facsimile on 08/29/2005, emphasizing 
that the composite cover is formed in a unitary manner to fit over the top plate of the club head body. During the 
interview, it was noted that the term unitary does not appear to distinguish over, for example, the cover pieces shown 
by LO ('331), as each individual cover (12, 14) may in essence be deemed a unitary structure. Further, it was noted 
that the claim is cast in open terminology. In other words, the golf club head "comprises" a number of elements 
including at least one opening. Such language does not preclude the existence of more than one opening in the top 
plate, as is the case in LO. It was further noted that prior art of record such as that shown by CHEN ( , 154) and 
ONODA ('468) obviate the use of a composite top plate which essentially covers the entire top surface or is made to 
conform substantially to the entire shape of the top surface of the club head. \^
